Effective Weapon. 
“I believe railroad men are becom­ 
ing convinced the anti-strike provis­ 
ions would provide them with a more 
effective weapon and prove more ad­ 
vantageous to them than the strike,” 
Senator Cummins said- “I am 
sure 
they are beginning to understand that 
the creation of an anti-strike tribute 
as was proposed yuder the transpor­ 
tation act would Insure their receiving 
a wage as to insure their living de 
cently and possession of proper work­ 
ing conditions, . „ 
When I sought re-election to the 
senate I do not believe I had the sup­ 
port of any railroad men in my state- 
I found they were not informed as to 
the real meaning and purpose of the 
anti-strike provision for advocating of 
which I was so widely criticized. So I 
undertook a “campaign of education’ 
and I believe when the election took 
place I had the supiport of a majority 
of the men who first opposed me.” 
He admitted he expected to encoun­ 
ter considerable opposition 
at the 
coming shore session, to hi*s plans to 
have the provisions made part of the 
transportation. 
“This tax is really placed on the 
people 
purchasing 
transportation,” 
the senator said. “It hits those who 
use the railroads, not those who oper­ 
ate them.” 


PAY TAX DURDEN 


Washington, Nov. 19.—Low salari­ 
ed men and women ami not war mil­ 
lionaires, are carrying an overwhelm­ 
ing percentage of the government’s 
tax burden. 
This announemnt was 
made by 
Internal Revenue Bureau 
today in disclosing detail figures on 
the 1918 tax returns. 
Computing the tax liability of per­ 
sons having salaries of $5,000 and 
less, the bureau said this group paid 
income tax on net incomes aggregat­ 
ing about $9,000,000,000 or about 80 
per cent of the total net income. Men 
in the class of millionaires, or better, 
paid on the basis of 
net 
incomes 
scarcely exceeding $1,500,000,000.

Sullivan 
continued,

ceived scant atten tio n .” 
“ W ere you pulled off the investi­ 
gation?” asked Chairm an W alsh. 
“ Yes, I was transferred to No­ 
gales, A riz.’» 
“T here were no ships operating 
th ere?”

Sullivan said his assistant, M artin 
J. Jew ell, of New York, was left 
to finish the investigation.

quality. 
“ O rders often were placed 
with 
firm s which had only ‘desk room ’ 
and no supplies, and bids were ig­

“On this investigation we m erely 
scratched the surface, being called

“AS WOOD IS TO FIRE, SO IS A CONTENTIOUS MAN TO 
KINDLE STRIFE.* 


We have been reading an article in a monthly magazine show­ 
ing how a well meaning man made a nuisance of himself to others, 
and incidentally injured himself, by his habit of contention— 
Contention with a capital C on all occasions— in most cases where 
others present saw no occasion for it.

He was an employee, and on one occasion lost his employing 
firm a large customer by his contentious habit, and finally lost 
his own situation from the same cause.

The author tells a very good John D. Rockefeller story, as I 
follows: It was in the early days while Rockefeller was making 
his start in Cleveland. He sat one morning, bent over his desk,1 
figuring away, when one of the prominent men of the city strode 
in, and. pounding on his desk, began to abuse him in unmeasured 
terms. 
Rockefeller deliberately laid down his pen, leaned back 
in his chair, and turning his innocent gaze full on the face of the 
violent gentleman listened with the look of an earnest student.

Strictly .speaking the style “esquire” is a nobility title, a fact 
w'hich will doubtless astonish many on this side of the Atlantic

The part American ingenuity play­ 
ed in winning the war is disclosed in a 
history’ of the 
Naval 
Consultinfi 
Board of the United States, made pub­ 
lic by Secretary Daniels today. 
The volume reveals 
achievements 
which, if projected a decade ago, prob­ 
ably would have been ridiculed as “vis­ 
ionary.” Chief among these was a de­ 
vice by which the launch^g of a tor­ 
pedo could he heard on shipboard 
6,000 yards away or further than a 
torpedo can be effectively launched 
from a submarine. 
This invention was but one 
of 
a 
score or more contributed by Thomas 
E. Edison, president of the board. 
Mr. Edison appears to have been 
the moving spirit of the board.- For­ 
saking his laboratories at the 
out­ 
break of the war. he practically be­ 
came a naval officer, 
lie spent most 
of his lime in the Navy Department 
offices here, and took long 
deepsea 
cruises that he might be in 
closer 
touch with the problems to be solved. 
His “Listening Device.” 
Because of the German submarine 
menace, ship protection claimvi most 
of the attention of the board. To this 
problem Mr- Edison devoted his tra­ 
ditional twenty-hour working days, 
and after overcoming many obstacles 
finally perfected his listening device 
This contrivance wtis in the form of 
an outrigger suspended from the bow- 
, sprit of a vessel and containing 
an 
immense phonograph diaphragm. 
By 
means of compensators, the noise of 
the vessel’s engines was obliterated, 
thus making it possible for the device 
to work perfectly even when the ship 
was plowing at full speed through the 
roughest seas. 
With this device boats moving 1,- 
’ 700 yards away could be readily heard 
while the vessel was going full speed. 
A submarine bell five and 
one-half 
miles away could also be heard while 
a big storm was in progress and the 
- boat also proceeding at full* speed. 
Mr. Edison followed this invention 
with a device for the quick turning 
of a vessel whenever the detector in­ 
dicated that a torpedo was coming in 
the vessel’s direction. 
He did this 
by means of strong conical 
canvas 
bags. 
A heavy rope was attached to 
thejnouth of the bag, and a light rope, 
An'a slip knot to the tapering end. 
The “Drag” For Quick Veering. 
When cast into the sea the mouth 
opened, filling the bag with water and 
thus acting as a drag. By pulling the 
lighter rope the small end of the bag 
was opened. This let the water out, 
instantly relieving the 
resistance. 
Four of these bags cast from the side i 
of a 5000 ton vessel laden with 4,- 
000 tons of coal, caused it to turn 90 
degrees from her course in two min­ 
utes, with an advance of only 200 feet

Edison wore a cartridge for taking 
soundings; a convoy light visible to 
all

submarine; an underwater seachlight 
caple of throwing rays 200 feet; a 
projectile that would enter the water 
from an agle instead of -richocheting; 
a stablizer for submerged submarines 
and a time fuse to cause .shrapnel to 
burst only six feet above the ground. 
He devised a mask to protect ob­ 
serves on tho tops of masts 
from 
smokestack gas, a turbine head 
for 
projectiles which enabled the latter to 
be fired from smooth bore guns and 
still have rotation and accuracy; drew 
up plans for mining Zeebruggc H ar­ 
bor, and developed a method by which 
communicating signals between war­ 
ships could be sent by means of mir­ 
rors. 
Prevented Sinkings. 
Mr. Edison devoted a great deal of 
thought to various plans for prevent­ 
ing sinkings, and he suggested a num­ 
ber of schemes to this end. 
One of 
these was a proposition to 
furnish 
merchant ships with a type of special­ 
ly designed 3-inch shells filled with 
an oleum smike-producing compound 
with which th blind submarines if they 
had long range guns.

The problem of extinguishing fires 
coal bunkers he solved with a small 
stream of silicate of soda played on a 
coal or wood fire. The moment the 
silicate strikes the incandescent body 
the small quantity of water in the sili­ 
cate evaporates and the glowing body 
becomes coated with a glassy surface, 
excluding the oxygen and extinguish­ 
ing the fire.

*Pour half the mixture on top of 
one pie crust, cover with the other 
and pour the rest over the top 
crust. 
Serve immediately. 
Or, if preferred, use only ana 
pie crust and pour oysters on top, 
using a deep dish. 
Cover with a meringue made of 
two >^gg whites, stiffly beaten, one 
teaspoon sugar, 
one-eighth 
tea­ 
spoon salt and two chopped sour 
pickles. 
Leave in hot oven a few 
minutes until lightly browned. 
Grilled Oysters (a Late Supper 
Dish)—Melt butter in chafing dish 
and when smoking hot drop in the 
oysters, browning on both sides. 
Heat the oyster shells and serve 
the hot oysters in individual hot 
shells. 
Garnish 
with 
chopped 
pickle or thin slices of lemon and 
parsley. 
Serve with crisp, 
hard 
crackers. 
Curry of Oysters—Two table­ 
spoons butter, one tablespoon flour, 
one-half cup milk, one-half cup 
oyster liquor, one teaspoon salt, 
one-half teaspoon onion juice, two 
teaspoons curry powder. 
Cream the butter and flour in rn 
saucepan with onion juice, add the 
curry powder, and when 
smooth 
the oyster lienor, milk and salt. 
Finally add the oysters and cook 
until the edges curl. 
“Pigs in Blankets”—Place a few 
oysters on thick, round slices of 
buttered bread with a thin slice of 
bacon, a few drops of lemon juice 
and cayenne. 
Roll oysters up in 
the bacon and leave in a hot oven 
until the bacon is cooked. 
Serve 
immediately with a garnish of wat­ 
ercraft.
